LIZARDS IN A TRANCE. 


hne Medical Authority Regards It aq É` 
Kind of Hypnotism. 

An English scientific journal has re- 
teived an interesting communication on 
the subject of the so called death 
feigning instinct’’ of certain reptiles. 

The correspondent, who writes from 
Byria, says that when a certain species 
of Egyptian lizard is captured it makes 


a few vigorous efforts to escape, and 


then, if held firmly, falla into.a limp, 
motionless state, which might easily 
lead an inoxperienced person to think it 
dead. Tho animal, however, is simply 
in a tranceliks condition. 

Gentle respiratory movements are 
visible just behind the shoulders and 
sometimes show a rising and falling 
rhythm with short intervals of complete 
rest. Tho eyes remain wide open, but 
are commonly half closed, and the lids 
wink slowly from time to time spon- 
taneously or by reflex action. Tho 
mouth is almost open, sometimes wide, 
sometimes but little, and in either case 
the jaw is quite rigid, and if closed by 
force is apt to reopen when the pressure 
is withdrawn. The limbs lie extended 
and semifiaccid, with some approach to 
a cataleptic condition—i, d, if bent or 
stretched into position nob too strained, 
they maintain such positions when let 
go—and the same is trné of the trunk 
and tail

the sole result. The trance usually lasts 
about five minutes, when the animal, 
by a brnsqne effort, assumes ita normal 
position.

Use Rock Salt. 


We are surprised to find, when passing 
through the country, so few farmers who 


use rock salt for their stock. Whenever 


we find a man who uses it, he always 
speaks of it in the highest terms. The 
writer in the Farmers’ Advocate says 
from experience that there is no other 
way of salting stock nearly so satisfact- 
ory in every way as by the use of the 
rock. 
It is a settled fact that stock salted once 
a week take too much when given to 
them, which has the effect of wasting 
much nutrition in the animal which the 
system requires, and before the next salt- 
ing day comes around ill effects are cau- 
sed in the system by the Jack of salt. 
This being the case, the farmer who de- 
pends upon weekly salting, be he ever so 
regular, cannot fail to lose milk from his 
` cows and flesh from his steers and other 
fattening stock. Some resort to the plan 
of patting a little salt into the food every 
day or two.

PICTURES AND EYES. 


How to Adjust the Latter to Properly Ob- 
serve the Former. 

The observer, in order to see a picture 
to the best advantage, must adjust his 
vision to that of the artist who produced 
it. Most of us do this instinctively. Not 
only do we select the best point of view 
from which to observe a picture, but we 
recede from the painting until the lights 
and colors blend in just the right degree. 
In addition to that many instinctively 
pinch the eyes together, producing thus 
& momentary astigmatism, such as the 
artist had produced in his own eye, and 
find the picture thns apparently im- 


proved. 
A most useful appliance for viewing 
is the so called stenopaic slit. 
This is merely a slit one or two milli- 
meters in width in acard or thin plate 
of brass. Simple as this device is but 
few persons are aware of how much it 
adds to the effect in viewing paintings, 
as it allows the rays of light in only 
one meridian to pass through the cornea 
of the observer. If he wishes to look at 
a painting done by an artist whose 
vision is normal, or nearly so, the ob- 
server turns the slit around to correspond 
with the meridian of his own best vision. 
If, however, he looks at a picture in 
which it is desirable to have overlapping 
of the retinal images—at one where 
the colors must be mixed in the eye, for 
example—it is necessary to rotate the 
slit to another position, usually at right 


angles to the first, and with this a can- 


yas which before showed too clearly the 
blotches of color now becomes blended 
into a much more perfect whole. 

I would recommend this simple de- 
vice to any one who has not already ex- 
perimented with it- Thus, by adjusting 
our own personal equation of eyesight 
to that of the artist, we literally obtain 
his point of view. Thecolors are height- 
ened, the daubs blend aad new beauties 
appear. Instead of seeking, like our 
friend mentioned at first, for ‘‘the 
handiest way to get ont of this ere 
place, we are glad to stay longer to 
study aud to enjoy. Here, as every- 
where, it is art and science together 
that yield the richest result. If sciente 
is allowed to be the interpreter, we may 
gain a heightened enjoyment of art and 
the artist a comforting increase of ap- 
preciation.—Lncien Howe, M. D., in 
Panolar Science Monthly.

THE EGG DANCE. 


A Beautiful Feat That Is Performed by 
7 Hindoo Juggling Girls 

One of the most wonderful of the 
many feats performed by Hindoo jug- 
glers is the egg dance. Usually it is eg- 
ecutéd by a girl, fantastically dressed. 
She makes use of the willow wheel, 
around which at equal distances “are 
threads, and at the end of each thread 
there is a noose, held open by a bead. 

This wheel the girl places on her 
head, while she carries a basket of eggs 
on her arm. When the music strikes up, 
she begins to dance, and the wheel be- 
gins to spin around. She then takes an 
egg from the basket, places it in one of 
the thread nooses and throws it from 
her with snfficient force to draw the 
knot tight. The spinning of the wheel 
keeps the thread strétched, with the egg 
at the end of it. 

She then takes another egg from the 
basket, places it in another noose and 
repeats this until there is an egg in ev- 
ery noose. Her fantastic castume, her 
perfect motion and all the eggs swing- 
ing on the stretched threads at once pre- 
sent a very pretty aight indeed. It re- 
quires much art to execute the dance, 
for at one false step the eggs would be 
dashed together, the dance spoiled and 
the dancer thereby disgraced. 

After dancing for a time with all the 
eggs swinging around her head she takes, 
them oufof the noose one by one, all 
the time keeping the wheel balanced 
and in motion, and agaifi places them 
in the basket on her arm. 

When the dance is finished, the spec- 
tators are allowed to examine the eggs 
to sce that they are real. —Philadelphia 
Times.

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THE RATTLESNAKE. 


COMMON ERRORS REGARDING ITS 
FIGHTING ABILITIES.

u rattlesnake bet him it isn 


But although the rattleayake can't 
bite, if you’re fooling around in a comm- 
try where be is spending the summer, 
you want to keep your eye peeled. And 
there is one particular thing you don't 
want to forget. It ia a common and 
widespread fallacy that a rattlesnake is 
entirely harmless so long as he is un- 
coiled. I believed that once and found 
out by a startling personal experience 
that it wasn’t so. It is true that when 
a rattlesnake is stretched at full length, 
with the muscles extended to the utmost, 
he could not strike an inch forward, 
but from that position he can strike 
backward his full length and with 
lightninglike velocity. - One day I drop- 
ped a big stone on thé head of a big 
rattler that Jay in this position, crush- 
{ng the head, the stone lying partly on 
the head. After gazing for some time 
at the quivering reptile so suddenly 
taken from life, E stooped down to re- 
move his rattles. I had no sooner 
tonched his tail than his mutilated head 
flew back, and almost grazing my 
cheek struck the sleeve of my codt just 
below the shoulder, where both fangs 
were buried, pulling ont of the jaw and 
remaining in the sleeve as the enake 
fell back to the ground. They had not 
missed my cheek by more than a hair's 
breadth. With precantion I have made 
that test of a rattlesnake’s capacity of 
striking in that way many times since 
then, and the snake always struck. The 
instinct is so strong in this reptile that 
I have known a rattler two hours after 
its head was severed From its body to 
strike back fiercely with its bleeding 
stump tho instant its tai] was touched. 

But the typical position of the rat- 
tlesnake when intent on deadly assault 
is the coil This is not always a sym- 
metrical spiral, but the body is massed 
in more or less regular folds, the mus- 
cles aré contracted, and the reptile is 
literally an animate ‘set spring: From 
this positiou'the rattler can spring from 
one-balf to two-thirds of his length. 
Before the stroke the mouth is opened 
wide, the fangs falling down from their 
sockets in the upper jaw and standing 
firmly in their position. The head is 
thrust forward, the half coils. below it 
being straightened ont to lengthen the 
neck and to give power to ‘the strike. 
There is no preliminary motion. The 
stab is made with abrupt swiftness that 
defies escape of the victim. There is but 
ane strike. The snake passes back into 
ita coil again with the same swiftness 
that it threw itself ont. As the fangs 
enter the flesh the venom is injected. If 
the thing struck at is beyond the rat- 
tler’s reach, the snake bas the power of 
squirting its venom in jets, which it 
can do toa distance of four feet or mare.

of thie interest. Evidence of a different 
kind is farnished by the corresponding 
eagerness with which the “calamity 
bowlers,” the false prophets of disaster, 
seek to deny or to disparage or to explain 
away every indication that the end of 
the depression of the last two and a half 
years is at hand. 

It is quite possible that the false proph- 
ets of disaster may still bare the melan- 
choly pleasure of gloating over additional 
illustrations of the evils which their ex- 
travagant and vicious legislation bad 
brought upon thecountry. But it is not 
possible that their gloomy triumph can 
be of long continuance. Least of all is 
it possible that this country should have 
to expect a permanent condition of de- 
pression. This is not possible under any 
circumstances. 

We are spt to watch the situation too 
closely. The crop and weather reports 
and Treasury statements and bank state- 
ments are studied day by day,and weare 
cheered or discouraged according to their 
report. A single gold shipment sends 
stocks down; a favorable monthly show- 
ing of the Treasury restores confidence. 
It we would only raise our eyes from the 
daily contemplation of small causes—if 
we would look around and ahead, and 
take in all the existing conditions and 
prospects—we should be in a better 
positiun to form a judgment, and there 
would be no difference of opinion about 
that jadgment. There is no difficalty 
about forecasting the fature ofthe United 
States. It needs no prophetic insight to 
predict the business conditions that will 
prevail in the closing years of this century 
There is no risk in predicting that the 
condition ofthe whole country-will be ons 
of great prosperity.

ELECTRICAL POWER. 


now Shall We Educate Our Sor: 
Electrical Profession? 

We come back now to the original 
wqoestion, and the-only answer that can 
be given is, Give the boy the broadest 
education that his time and abilities 
will- permit. My own belief is that 
there is no better early preparation for 
a professional career of any kind than 
that given in the public schools of our 
larger cities. 

Having completed the public school 
course, I would have him take the usual 
academic course involved in prepara- 
tion for our larger colleges, giving more 
attention to mathematics and less to 
classics, but, if there be time, a great 
deal of attention to both. The object of 


For the 


this period of a young man’s education 
is decidedly more the training of the 
mind than instruction, and for that rea- 
son it matters less what the boy learns 
than the habits of thought which dre 
inonlcated at this time. 

In the study of quantitative chem- 
ical analysis the student is most easily 
introduced jpto the methods of exact 
science. In it he is familiarized at the 
ontset with instruments of precision, 
with the niceties of manipulation which 
characterize all scientific work, and he 
learns to handle the atom and the mole- 
cule which are the ultimate particles of 
matter as the mathematician does im- 
aginary quantities and symbols. To the 
analytical chemist these atoms and 
molecules are as living entities ns the 
trees and the hills, and they are en- 
dowed with individual characteristics 
more definite and more easily recogniz- 
able than are the members of his own 
family. The study of chemistry in its 
definite proportions is the easiest and 
surest road toa rational understanding 


of the physical qualities of matter up- 


on which the structural engineer de- 
pends for the success of his creations. 

Above- all should the candidate for 
electrical engineering honors be in- 
structed in the higher physics, for it is 
the mechanism of the ether with which 
the electrician has chiefly to deal, just 
as it is with the various gears that the 
mecbanician is concerned. — Electric 
Power.

The 
most serious complaint of the potato 
grower this year is the low price of the 
produrt, particular in the Northwest.

Minnesota re- 
eae that in the latler States the tu 

bers “do not pay for digging.” He states 
that the yield is enormous. 

Sweet potatoes have suffered seriously 
from lack of rain ard their condition 
has been materially reduced in many of 
the states. In seven it has fallen from 
ten tó twenty-two points. 

Tobacco.—The condition of tobacco 
declined over two points, In Ohio, where 
condition is the lowest, something cver 
a half a crop is expected, and the same 
may be said of Maryland and Virginia. 


The crops of Massachusetts and Connec- |- 


ficut are excellent. Conditions in New 
York, Pennsylvania and Kentucky ap- 
proximate the average for the country. 
Droughts and frosts of the last of Sept. 
are causes of lower condition. 
Sorghum.—This crop seems to have 
suffered little, but in Virginia low con- 
ditions east of the Blue Ridge reduce 
the general average to 80. 
Apples—The continued dronght, hot 
weatherand high winds of September, 
causing premature ripening and drop- 
ping, have resulted in a loss of over two 
points in the average condition of apples. 
The greatest losses occurred. in the 
central district, where the crop was 
abundant. Itis thonght both the eat- 
ing and keeping quality of the fruit has 
been much impaired and in many sec- 
tions a tendency to rot is already noted. 
The average condition now stands at 7.06.

SEVENTEEN YEAR LOCUST. 


Its Method of Leaving the Seventeen-year- 
s old Shell Behind It, 

Those who love to watch the opera- 
tions of nature will find much interest 
in observing how thè locust leaves the 
case in which it has lived for 17 years 
in the earth. One who watched them 
thus tells his story : 

Naturalists say they come out only 
in the night For almost two weeks I 
watched them nightly, and they made 
their appearance an hour before sun- 
down, in in numbers until 
dark. . Crawling by thousands through 
the grass and over the bare ground in 
their brown casing, which they are 
about to throw off, they are often cov- 
ered with mud. Ascending weeds, posts, 
fencés and frame work in droves, and 
particularly trees, they fix. themselves 
to the bark and on the leaves. At this 
time they encounter many enemies, as 
chickens, hogs, squirrels and birds sre 
very fond of them. Our cat was seen 
every evening watching in the grass, 
seeming to relish them as a dainty. 

„One evening I secured seven on one 
branch and witnessed the operation of 
their new birth by lamplight. They 
were some time running up and down 
selecting a position. Once fairly fixed 
the back part of the head soon becomes 
smooth and glossy, as if stretched to its 
utmost tension. In fiye minutes from 
the time of settling in position a longi- 
tudinal fissure appeared, showing a 
threadlike white line where the split oo- 
curs, on the back of the head, extending 
finally from the first joint, connecting 
the proboscis or forceps to the hody 
joint, half an inch in length. In three 
minutes more the head had pressed its 
way out. Gradually the fore legs were 
withdrawn from their sockets—say in 
one minute. 

“Then the whole body swung slowly 
backward, head down and feet outward, 
suspended with an occasional tremor, 
asif trying to extricate the hind part 
and legs. When it had hung for three 
minutes, it then very slowly, like an 
acrobat, brought its body up to the orig- 
inal position, withdrew the hind legs 
and body, and in two minutes more 
stood outside the pupa skin in full form, 
an inch long, of a white, waxy appear- 
ance, with red eyes like rubies. The 
wings showed only as a mass of cramped 
up white film. In a minute the wings 
had grown to three-quarters of an inch, 
by measurement; in three minutes to 
one inch and in six and a half minutes 
to the fnll size of one and a quarter 
inches in length and half an inch in 
breadth. In 22 minutes the whole proe- 
ess was accomplished. The yearly ‘lo- 
cust’ would be as well worth watching.”’ 
—Mechanics’ Monthly. 


Ivory Dust. 

Ivory dust for jelly is sold in London 
at ‘sixpence per pound. It is the waste 
which results from the manufacture of 
ivory into various articles, and a work- 
shop will accumulate, according to 
amount of output, from five to six 
ponnds of dust in a week. The propor- 
tions are one pound of dust to a quart 
of water, boiled for eight or ten hours. 
The product is a clear jelly, which is 
strainéd and flavored to taste or diluted 
far the purpose of soup. 

But the stock of elephant ivory is dy- 
ing out; substitutes are used largely in 
place of it. There is vegetable ivory, 
the seed of a low growitg palm in 
South America, eath seed about the size 
of a hen's egg, and various artificial 
ivories, a componnd of caoutchouc, sul- 
phur and some White substance, pipe 
clay, gypsum or ide ef zino, or, more 
simple still, 3 mixture of skimmilk 
and borax, Which, compressed, forms in- 
to a cream colored block, and may be 
used in place of native African ivory, 
whith it closely resembles. 

Thus even when the elephant becomes 
as extinct as thé dodo, ivory jelly may 
still keep up, if not add to, its reputa- 
tion.—London Letter.

Training a Locomotive. : 

It may not be generally known that 
locomotives intended for express trains 
require as much training, in their ray,. 
for fast ronning as do gace horses. The 
Pennsylvania Railroad company builds 
its own engines, and those built for ex- 
press trains are known asclass P. They 
are very large and built, with slight va- 
tiations, after the pattern of the big 
English engine imported into this conn- 
try several years ago, and which at that 
time was a curiosity in its way. When 
one of these big engines is taken out of 
the shops to be placed on the road, in- 
stead of putting it to the work it is in- 
tended for at once it is ruu for two oF 
three weeks on some oute of the local 
branches in order to train it, so to speak, 
for faster running. By this means all 
the bearings and journals connected 
with the ronning gear become settled 
to their work, for should anything abont 
the new machine not work harmonions- 


There is no trouble abont wear- 
ing them that length of time, as they 
are not often need. The marine also geta 
one undress cap a year, which is all he 
needs. He also gets a storm cap each 
year. That makes 12 articles of head 
gear which the government supplies him 
with in the conrse of five years, and ex- 
perience shows that that is quite suf- 
ficient. It is nearly three hats a year, 
and there are not many workingmen 
who buy as many as that. 

The marine also gets one full dress 
coat, which, as it is not frequently used, 
Iasts five years yery nicely. He receives 
a fatigue ‘jacket each year and an over- 
coat. He gets eight pairs of blue trou- 
gers and eight pairs of linen ones in five 
years, and experience shows thatif a 
man is careful be does not need that 
many: He is alsosupplied with 80 pairs 
of gloves for the five years. He gets two 
flannel overshirts each year. He also 
has two undershirts and two pairs of 
drawers each year. He also receives 
four pairs of woolen socks and four 
pairs of cotton socks each year. He is 
supplied with three pairs of shoes each 


“year and one pair of arctic shoes each 


season. He receives two pairs of blan- 
kets during the term of service. He is 
also given 40 linen collars and three 
pairs of suspenders during the same 
time. That is the ontfit in the way of 
clothing which the government gives 
each marine who joins the service. 
These articles are all of first class mate- 
rial, too, and very serviceable. There is 
no stint at all. There are a few articles, 
like neckties and handkerchiefs, which 
the marine must buy for himself. 

“If apan is careful and economical 
with his clothing, he can save fully 
one-balf of the allowance which he gets, 
and if he saves any part of it he is al- 
lowed £o -much money for the clothing 
he does not take. There are men in the 
service today who are taking only about 
one-half of what the government al- 
lowe, and at the end of their five years’ 
cervice they will be paid in money for 
the clothes they did not take. The full 
value of the clothing: allowed to each 
man for five years is $198. 

The sleeping accommodations of the 
men are yery good. While on shore du- 
ty they live in houses and have beds, 
but while on shipboard they sleep in 
hammocks which the government fur- 
nishes. The sleeping quarters, both on 
land and at sea, are oléan and well ven- 
tilated. Tho food is all that a man needs. 
Sometimes the commissary is not well 
administered, and the men complain, 
but they can soon get a change if they 
take their complaints to the proper offi- 
cer. The food is very good and of suffi- 
cient variety for any one. r 

“The men on shipboard also get all 
they need free, and medical attendance 
costs them nothing. ; 

“Now this is the pay a man gets as 
a marine in the navy. He is wellolothed 
and well fed. He sleeps in a good bed 
or a hammock, has proper attention if 
he is sick and draws handsame wages 
in cash every month. i 

“Ais work is not at all burdensome. 
He has enough drill to keep him in the 
best physical condition and give his ap- 
petite a keen edge. He has lots of time 
for amusement. On shore he can play 
billiards and pool free at the post, and 
he may enjoy all kinds of exercise in 
the gymnasium. The men play baseball, 
handball, football. They put the ham- 
mer aud shot and enjoy themselves just 
as much as the college boys do. The 
government also has at each post and on 
shipboard a library and a reading room, 
where the men may entertain themselves 
with books ‘and papers. 

“Ont of their wages the men must 
pay their barber and laundry bills, which 
together amount to about $2 a month. 

Besides this the marine is taken care 
of in his old age. If his life has been 
honorable, at the end of 20 years service 
he may retire to the Mariners’ home, 
where he will have a room to himself, 
a good table, three suits of clothes s 
year, tobacco free and $2 a month. If 
he does not retire until after he bas 
served 80 years, he then gets three-quar- 
ters pay and ters of all al- 
lowances of clothing, besides a good 
-FE and good board, for tħe rest of his 

fe. 

It will be seen that Unole Sam is 
not niggardly in dealing with his men. 
If they do their duty, they.receive good 
treatment, and are well fed and clothed, 
and draw, all things considered, very 
fair pay. —New York Telegram.

The Alaskan Squaws Number Their Birth- 
days on Their Chins. 

The Alaska squaw is peculiar—she 
advertises her age. 

At Fort Wrangel, Jeneau and Sitka 

Indian women may be seen with 
a piece of wood or bone in the lower 
lip, and the size of this savage ornament 
indicates the age of its owner. When a 
girl marries, her lower lip is pierced, 
and a peg of wood ora piece of bone 
the size of a pea is inserted. As she 
grows older this is increased in size un- 
til it is almost as wide as her chin and 
one - fourth of an inch high. The result 
is naturally most unsightly. 

There is an interesting family at Fort 
Wrangel which illustrates perfectly this 
peculiar custom. It includes four gener- 
ations; A young girl may be seen sit- 
ting at one side of the one roomed 
square frame house, while her mother, 
grandmother and great-grandmother are 
squatted on the earthern floor near the 
door, offering mats and baskets to the 
ship’s passengers who ccme on share. 

The girl has no disfiguring ‘ornament, 
on ber chin, but the others have, and 
the piece of bone in the feeble old great-- 
grandmother's lower lip looks like a 
wart snch as Gulliver may have seen 
upon the hands of the Brobdingnagians.

The Baltimore American last week 
criticised Comptroller Smith's speech 
made in Easton and says he did not give 
that paper's true position on the question 
of leasing the oyster grounds.

the other smaller, all these lots to be 
sold by the state.” Col. Hodson, chair- 
man of the state central committee in 
his speech ssid: “Ism satisfied that a 


|| good oyster planting law would increase 


the revenue ffom the oyster trade. I 
have only endeavored to set the ball in 
motion, Ifthese real facts are known 
and understood by the people I do not 
fear that this revolution, (private owner- 
ship and planting) will stop short of 
the grandest possible success.

u river in Cambodia, he and his crew 
were surprised by unusual sounds. He 
described the’noises as a mixture ‘of the 
bass of an organ, the ringing of bells, 
the guttural cries of a large frog and the 
tones of an immense harp. The natives 
said that the sounds were produced by a 
school of a certain kind of fish. 

Dr, Buist, 1847, reported that a party 
of people in a boat on the waters near 
Bombay heard strange sounds, which 
the natives held to be caused by fish. 
The well known English traveler, Sir J, 
Emerson Tennent, heard similar sounds 
from the lake of Batticaloa in Ceylon, 
aud here again the natives claimed that 
fishes made the sounds. Several corre- 
epondents of newspapers have reported 
having heard sounds which were pro- 
duced by fishes. One writer in the Lon- 
don Field, 1867, avers that in thé har- 
bor at Greytown, Nicaragua, he was 

-haunted at night by these mysterious 
sounds. Another in the same paper tells 
of musical sounds which he heard in the 
Tavoy river. Other instances of more 
recent date might be mentioned. 

From all the acoonnts given we may 
draw some interesting conclusions. 


Thus it seems that the sounds are al- 


most always heard on shipboard, though 
Charles Kingsley once heard them at 
Trinidad from the shore; that they are 
usually heard in tropical regions; that 
they are more often heard at night than 
at any other time; that they are com- 
monly heard at the mouth of rivers, as 
at the mouth of the Pascagoula, and 
that they have been reported from far 
distant places in America, Enrope and 
Asia.—Onr Animal Friends. 


Northern Colony In Georgia. 

Emigrants from the northwest con- 
tinue to arrivein Americusin small 
parties, bound for Wilcox county, where 
60,000 people from that region will set- 
tle this winter on land purchased for 
the Fitzgerald colony. Ex-Governor 
Northen is now in Wilcox, where he has 
options on 50,000 acres of land in addi- 
tion to that already purchased through 
him for the colany. 

Many of the colonists are Union sol- 
diers. As soon as the charter is granted 
the land will be) surveyed into lots to 
suit purchasers, and 12,000 acres will 
de laid off into town lots. The streets 
will be wide, and donbtiees it will be 
one of the best laid off towns in the 
south. The site for the p bas 
not been selected, nor has the name been 
suggested, but it is thonght that one of 
the most appropriate names that could 
be given is Northen City. The colonists 
will begin to arrive in full force about 
Oct. 1. It is claimed that many of the 
colonists are worth from $5,000 to 
250,000. The company has a capital of 
$500,000. They will expend $350,000 
in buying the lands, and 6150, 000 in 
improvements. Sawmills and other in- 
dustries will be established ; schools and 
churches will be established also. Those 
who have come have met with a warm 
reception from the good people of that 
section, and a genuine old Georgia wel- 
come awaits those yet to come.—Amer- 
icus (Ga. ) Times-Recorder.
